Fatal Crash- Village of Summit

On Saturday, November 14, 2020, at approximately 11:47 p.m., The Waukesha County
Sheriff’'s Office, Wisconsin State Patrol, Village of Summit Police Department, Village of
Oconomwoc Lake Police Department, and Western Lakes Fire Department responded for a
two vehicle crash involving a passenger car and semi on 1-94 near CTH BB.

From the initial investigation, it appears the passenger vehicle was traveling westbound on 1-94
when the driver, a 19 year old male, lost control and struck the rear of a legally parked semi

on the shoulder. A 19 year old female passenger of the car was pronounced deceased on
scene. The driver and another 19 year old male passenger were both treated for injuries and
released from a hospital. The semi driver was not injured.

This crash remains under investigation by the Waukesha County Sheriff's Office and
Wisconsin State Patrol.
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
